Ingratitude is the hardest word 
in the Knglish language. The 
Superiuteudeut» who call their 
graduates ingrates, would not do so 
till their nature is rubbed raw to 
sordidness by their own worldliness^ 
and as to the deaf who ape their 
superiors and call accuse other deaf 
of ingratitude, there is no term bad 
• enough to stigmatize their own vi- 
tiated state of understanding. It 
must be either ft most unjust or a 
most grovelling nation that would 
encourage the belief that we are a 
class of human beings destitute of 
gratitude. 

The firet premise we have to deal 
wiUi is: it is true that, instead of be- 
ing ambushed, loaded down with 
chains and compelled to teach, 
teachers as a rule run often their 
|x>sitions, that they get them by pull, 
influence, cajolement, petition, and 
auylhiiig little short of clubbing 
the Board or Superintendents into 
submission, and are often glad of 
the means to gamble in real estate. 
The second premise: they are paid 
by the States that are the best of pay- 
masters, and the teachers who re- 
ceive salaries, do so on a full under- 
standing that such [)ayments are an 
adetjuate compensation for the pur- 
ose for which they are employed, the 
further consideration of "esteem/' 
"due regard," "aflectlon/* "nobi- 
lity," " self-abnegation," having 
absolutely no place in the transac- 
tion. In this respect, our teachers 
do not dilTer from those of the "hear- 
ing" schools, and it needs no be- 
wildered Student to state that they 
both derive their revenues from the 
same source — the public taxation. 
Our parents were graduates of the 
public schools, and they pa.ssing into 
the rank of taxpayers, we in our 
turn go to the same schools, in 
our case, of course, under dillerent 
arrangements, but on the same 
free-for-all principle. Had the 
hearing teachers been in the habit of 
'»'»KKi»g the hearing children on their 
iii^;ratitude, or that of their parents, 
in precisely the language that our 
principals and teachers have been 
accustomed to indulge, they would 
have been ducked in the nearest 
pond, and it would serve them right. 
As a matter of fact, the hearing 
graduates are liable to .scatter, once 
they leave the doors of their schools 
and colleges, and it is quite often 
that they never meet their teachers 
again. Ask an average man who 
their teachers were in the third and 
fourth grades, and they may be at a 
loss for an immediate answer ; yet 
no one accuses them of ingratitude. 
On the other hand, it is more likely 
ourselves who do not wander far 
from our Alma Mattr. The 
average deaf-mute will dwell with 
minute details on the "old times." 
He really loves his teachers ; he is 
delighted to meet them ; he gives 
them honored seats in conventions 
and banquets ; he mentions them 
with pride in association re^xirts. 

We make returns for what has 
been done for us in two ways— 
material and sentimental. Material, 
by our contribution to the common- 
wealth as the fruit of good citizen- 
ship, whether we be shoemakers, 
farmers or professional men, which 
constitutes the all-snfilc ient pur- 
pose of education — m ^ citizen- 
ship in itself is as. >f grati- 
tude. vSentimental, which takes the 
form of gifts -such as memorials — 
to show our lively 
what our teachers 
in this respect we 
whatever to popn^ 
inliueiue, have tl< 
hearing peot>le. For comparison. I 
instance the McKinley Monument, 
completed at the cost of f6o<),ooo. 
The hearing i>eople who built that 
monument, were then say 8o/xx>,- 
ooo, whicli gives the rate of .<x)75 to 
each inhabitant. To our 1^13,000 
monument on the Kendall Green, I 
supj>ose there were 50,000 contri- 
butors. The rate per contribution, 
therefore, is .26, which is to say: 
You hearing; people show three- 
fourths of a mill worth of gratitude 
to McKinley, while we deaf-mutes 
show one- fourth of One Doilar' s 
worth of gratitude to Oallaudet. 
Wc gave the commission for the 
statuary to a hearing sculptor, and 
wc attacked no strings whatever to 
our gifts As if we have not yet 
done rnouvh we aip pre^piireil to 
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keep them in repair, as in the case 
of the Hartford Monument, which 
by the way, was built wholly by 
deaf-mutes and therefore was a more 
diDicult undertaking than anything 
the hearing j)eople have done. 

No, it is not true that we are 
braukupt in gratitude. It is defama- 
tion, and its origin is in senility. 
My conscience revolts against such 
mental fop|)ery as this declaration: 
" The deaf themselves are to blame 
for the dividing line which sets off 
teaching as something that in the 
end brings trouble and bitterness of 
soul." It is on par with the moral 
phariseeism of the accusation that 
the pupils get everything and 
give nothing in return, a saying 
that has been on its rounds among 
the 1. p. f. a few years since, and 
was coined, I believe, by a deaf 
teacher. His useful misstatement 
hurts, for it presupposes that, after 
giving nothing in school, we also 
give nothing in return during our 
whole life, which is in direct opposi- 
tion to the intentional results of 
education, such as citizenship. As a 
concrete statement, shorn of all 
sentimental generalization, the pupils 
are not compelled to give anything 
in return in school expect a due re- 
gards for its discipline. 

We suffer from prejudice on the 
outside, and inside we chafe under 
the impatient carping of the super- 
intendents and teachers. Those 
men, as the result of their long and 
absorbing occupation, are liable to 
have their vision so narrowed as to 
lose the true perspective of the 
relations of life, and it is at this 
time that they contribute articles to 
the Annals, encycloi)edias and l. p. 
f., in which our universal character- 
istic is held up to be ingratitude. 
Those indictments tend to confirm the 
public in their judgment of us, and 
we find ourselves between the devil 
and the deep sea. We are bound to 
forfeit our smallest claim to man- 
hood, if we do not protest against 
the fact that not a single defender 
rises ainong the hearing teachers 
themselves, who are supposed to be 
our closest friends ; wc protest once 
more against those sycophatits of 
our own class, who echo " Ingrati- 
tude again." 

N<U long ago a young man of go<xl 
appearance and pleasant address came into 
uiy ottice and greeted me very cordially. 
lie wa.s neatly dreased uud appeared to be 
\\\ very prosperouH circumstances. He had 
been for a time a pupil of mine some years 
buck and 1 was much pleased to see liim 
and to leain thai he was honorably employ- 
ed, had acquired a very considerable 
pn»perty of his owu and was living a very 
wholesfMue and happy life. I questioned 
him concerning his occupation, his habits, 
his nleasurcs, and found him keenly alive, 
conndent and resourceful. He appeareil to 
be a young man that any nchool mt^ht well

He offered it as 
liis opinion that life at school was lx»th un- 
interesting ami unprofitable and that the 
teachers knew very little about instructi^jg 
the deaf and wasted a great deal of time; 
that he had learnetl more in two years after 
graduating than he had leurneil in all 
the years spent at the .scUt>ol. 

I'eihaps yon have already met the 
counterpart of this young man in some of 
the gratiuateK of your own school. If you 
have nut you surely will, for he is to be 
found everywhere, and when you do meet 
him, don't fail to impress u(K>n him ingooil 
slroug terms your opinion and your pro- 
phecy concerning any youth who would 
substitute the conceit of pure scltishness for 
the nuire wholesome and winning qualities 
of loyally an«l gralituile. -/'Vowi W*/</r<'iv 
o/Supi. Giifdfur, of Arkansas, at Missis- 
sippi School, March //, a^a. 

Beautiful is the wisdom that pro* 
ceeds out of the children's mouths. 
You ought to be proud of that gradu- 
ate of yours. He just tells the plain 
truth. Gardner cannot claim that a 
school gives more instruction than 
the outside world. The young man 
absorbs the outside knowledge in 
two short years. That is wonderful 
and ought to be to his credit. Many 
people do not do as well. If you 
can, you would not be a sui)erintcu- 
dcnt and editing an Institution pa|>er. 
The young man must be meaning 
the applying of what he has learned. 
Your school teaches some Knglish, a 
good <ieal of whicli is useless because 
never absorbed, a little mathematics 
that is as useless, a little history, 
geography and other things that wc 
have clean forgotten without injury 
to our health or self-esteem. It is 
the application of our education that 
counts. It is the same as j>erform- 
ancc, accomplishment, action, entci 
prise, pitHluctiuii. which is bv far 



more difficult and can be learned 
only in the outside world. Experi- 
ence and practice that bring increas- 
ed knowledge, are ten thousand 
times worth school instruction. The 
young man must be referring to 
that, and he is telling the truth. 

You say that the young man gave 
the school no credit. By school^ 
you of course privately mean 
superintendent and teachers. You 
give no credit to the State and tax- 
payers, some of whom are the deaf 
themselves. You are sedulously 
believing that the whole credit 
centers in yourself. We have seen 
this species before. 

The Y. M. gives you no credit and 
claims that he has learned more in 
two years than in his whole school 
life. At best, he is a foolish young 
man. That is the matter with him. 
He talks too much, whereas he 
should have kept mum. Hut his 
mind has been suddenly expanding. 
He is telling the truth. That is to 
his credit and yours. You should 
be pleased with such a protnising 
graduate. You are so much an older 
person; you can afford to be a 
philosopher and see much that is be- 
hind what the child says — that there 
is a power at work pushing him 
ahead in the right direction; for you 
have just said that he is honorably 
employed, is acquiring very consi- 
derable property, on which I suppose 
he pays taxes, and has no bad habits. 
This it very creditable to you, 
though he talks a little loudly and 
talks the truth. 

Your words are : " Do not fail to 
impress upon him in good, strong 
terms, your opinion and prophecy 
concertiing any youth who would 
be conceited." I hope you had not 
used such language to the Y. M. 
He is not conceited. He is just 
eager, nervous, and a bit proud of 
himself ; he is perhaps also bashful 
and rattled, and believing that if he 
does not show himself off you would 
not think enough of him. He is 
really attached to his Institution, or 
he would not visit you, and he greets 
you cordially, as you said, his eyes 
of course all the while blinking with 
the strong light of the outside world. 
If there is any vanity in him, that 
same world will cure him of it fast 
enough. In truth he does not 
deserve such harsh strong words at 
your hands. You are so much older 
and have much more sense. And I 
want to say right here : I would 
impress in good strong terms my 
opinion concerning any superinten- 
dent or teacher who would substitute 
the conceit of pure selfishness for the 
more wholesome and winning quali- 
ties of right thought, right speech 
and right action, and iny prophecy 
al>out his ultimate fate when he has 
to answer at the bar of the Great 
Hereafter, for the Lord hath said: 
'• Judge not lest ye be judged.**

I desire to expreis to the management of 
the College my sincere appreciation of the 
distinguished honor of l>eing called to re- 
present the schools for the deaf of this 
great country on such an important occa- 
sion and on a day that marks an epoch In 
the history of the mstruction of the deaf as 
well as that of the life of the only College 
for their higher education in the world. 

Conscious of this splendid presence and 
thinking of a Feet and a Kerr and a Mc- 
Intyre and a Giltet and a Noyes and a Cov- 
ell, a Tohnaon, cotemporaries of one whom 
we delight to hon^r to-day and ideals of my 
own young manliood, whose very names 
are synonyms of that which is highest and 
purest and best, and whose time and talents 
and energies were given, a free will offer- 
ing, to the advancement of the deaf, j^ feel 
a thrill of enthusiasm which I cannot put 
into words. 

The memory of their marked individuali- 
ties, their superior mental , and moral en- 
dowments and the stainless records of their 
useful and uuseltish lives, help us to get a 
truer conception of the dignity ami gran- 
deur of the great work of the century that 
makes this happy experience to-day a part 
of our lives. 

We are living In the crowning century of 
time, in the most wonderful country on the 
earth, under the liest government the 
world has ever known and among a people 
who excel the nations in industry, thrift 
and enterprise. 

Wheti we think of what has been done 
for the deaf and the character of the men 
and women whe have done it, are we not 
justitied in feeling that we stand for a cause 
which, in its purpose and extent and suc- 
cess, is in keeping with the energies of our 
people, the quality of our government, the 
character of our country and the progress 
of our times ? 

Statistics, to the uninterested, are always 
uuiuterestiug, but to the interested ought 
always to be interesting. I ani con tide nt 
there are many whose lives are identified 
with the deaf ami who think more about 
their traiuiug and eilucatiou than they do 
alx>ut any other subject, to say nothing 
about those who are not familiar with the 
education of the deaf, who do not realize 
the enormous proportions of the work and 
expenditures along this lineduringthecen- 
tury which sUnds out in such bold relief. 

The American Annals of the Deaf, l>egin- 
ning with January, 1875, has published an- 
nually a table of statistics of the State 
Schools showing, among other things, the 
numl>er of pupils attending, the number of 
instructors employed and the amounts ex 
pended for support and for buildings and 
grounds. These statistics show that for 
the years 1875 and 1910 iucluaive there 
were supported 547,881 pupils and that 
there were eurployed 52,4^9 instructors. 
ct)nntjng of course in many instances the 
same children and employes year after 
year ; and there was expended for support 
1^2,189,380.57 and on buildings and 
grounds 112,411,10565, making an- 
nual average total of |2,i5L44L25. The 
total value of the buildings and grounds of 
th« 6a State Schools January i, 1911 was 
115.649,104, or an average value of 
I253.403. 

Would that a Fay had appeared in 17 18 
to tabulate and publish and perpetuate 
such statistics, that we might see what a 
century of work revealeil ! 

For what does the education of the deaf 
in this count rv stand ? 

Looked at from a commercial point of 
view it must lie a most successful enter- 
prise when the legislative bodies of our 
sovereign States continue to make such 
enormous appropriations to cover expense 
accounts. 

Looked at from an industrial point of 
view, it takes in the whole range ot occupa- 
tions and is opening the way for them to 
enter every caluug. 

Looked at from the point of citizenship, 
statistics show that the educateii deaf are 
not only not depen»l* m but vu** annually 
earning a sum equ iter than 

the total amounts . i he States 

in the care and of traintug those placed in 
the schools year by year.

Mr. Elwell, of Philadelphia, took 
a trip to the above uametl place by 
trolley, last week. The day was 
rather warm, hazy and sullry, and 
aflei a ride of about three hours, he 
noticed that the sky in the northern 
horiaw>u towards which the car was 
rapidly approacfiing looked uncom- 
monly dark and ov< rcast, as if por- 
tending an iui'HMiding shower. As 
the vnr sped onward the long dark 
object on the hori7A>n became more 
disfinct, and instead of a threaten- 
ing cloud, proved to be a branch or 
spur of the Blue Mountains.

Mrs. Krause is a 
plump, cheery sort of a botly, who 
seemed to take much interest in all 
your iH>rrespondent had to say 
Perhaps it was her natural polite- 
ness. 

Mrs. Bradbury is characteristi- 
cally of the Dutch type, though not 
of the usual physical dimensions. 
She is quiet, unassuming, and mo- 
therly, and taken unioh painn in her 
family affairs and keeps her home 
tidy and comfortable. Both the Brad- 
burys and Krauses are thrifty and 
industrious, and own their own 
homes through their own efforts. 

Mr. Bradbury has woiked for 
seventeen years in his uncle^a furni- 
ture factory, which turns out tlrst 
class goods for Wanamaker and 
others. The Bradburys own some 
flue and substantial pieces of furni- 
ture in oak, which Mr. Bradbury 
said he mostly made himself. He 
has not been in goo<I health for 
soure time, in fact he has l>een 
seriously ill lately, but said he was 
feeling much better now. He is 
corpulent and of a cheery disposi 
tion and bears up well un«lerthecir 
cnmstances. He has a tast^ for 
electricity and mechanics, and has 
installed in his and the Krauae 
homes sonir ' ' devices. 

One is a co the front 

door push-bnUoti and a pendulum, 
which swings over the kitchen and 
dining-room doors, and attracts at 
teution whenever the button is 
touched. 

Another devil»e connects the 
alarm clm^k with a rattle, which is 
placed under the headboard of Mr. 
Bradbury's bed, and wakes him up 
in the morning at the proper time. 
** It never fiiils." 

Rev. Mr. Dantzer and others were 
HO much impressed with the success 
of these devices that they had Mr. 
Bradbury install them in'theirowu 
homes. And by the way, Mr. B. 
takes and r^ads the " Electrician 
and Mechanic," a monthly maga- 
zine, a fact which we never 
'•dreamed" of as a future 
poHsibiliiy, when Mr. Bradbury at- 
tended school. 

Mr. and Mrs. Williain Arnold, 
old-timers of the Pennsylvania In- 
stitution for the Deaf, are living in 
very comfortable circumstances in 
Allentowu. Tliey used Uy live on a 
farm ou the western out^skirls of 
the city. As the tietter class of 
homes wei^e built up in that direc- 
tion, the farm became a valuable 
property, which the Arnolds 



swindled out of $10,000 or tl2,000, 
by one of the attorneys engaged to 
carry it through, but he was finally 
made to disgorge. 

The Vankirks, the oldest and best 
known of the Allentowu deaf-mutes, 
are still in the land of the living. 
John and Charles do odd jobs as 
usual. Evidently to them the free, 
bare limb of the tree, on the cold 
mountain top, is better than the 
doubtful comforts of a gilded cage. 
And in this sentiment, there is a lot 
of not very deep philosophy for you 
and me — for one and all.

Bryant would be appropriate at this 
time. We have cof>ied the foll(»w- 
ing with a few alterations and ad* 
ditions, from Mr. James E. Galla- 
her's book entitled ** Representa- 
tive Deaf Persons." 

Arthur Dunham Bryant, the 
second mm of Almon W. and Sylvia 
D. Bryant, was born at South Deer- 
field, Mass., June 25, 1856, wiUi all 
his faculties. His lineage may be 
traced to the heroes of our Revolu- 
tionary war ari^l back to the early 
settlers of Massachusetts. 

When he was about two years 
old, he had a severe attack of 
scarlet fever, and this illness 
resulted in partial h>ss of hearing 
He had attend€*d nchool in the 
village for a year wherr, in 18C4, 
his parents moved to Washington 
D. C., which was thenceforth the 
family home. In tb^ fall li5G5 he 
received hin [/riiuary education at 
the Colombia institution and early 
developed a preference for art as a 
proft^ssion which he Iw^gan the study 
of under Mr. Peter Baiirngras, later 
atr en fling Gallaudet College, from 
which he graduated in the class of 
'80. He immediately sinmred a 
position as teacher of drawing and 
painting, both at the college and 
school, and has since been connect- 
ed with the school. 

He was married in May, 1887, to 
Miss Susie C. the only hearing 
daughter of Mr. I. H. Benedict, 
for many years a teacher in the 
New York (FanwcKxl) Institution 
and for nearly two score years a 
clerk of the United States/freasury, 
Washington, D. C The results of 
this uiiion was three children, two 
daughter and a sou, none of whom 
were mutes. Their daughter, Bea- 
trice, is now twelve years old and 
is the only living child. 

We wish to refute a certain base 
canard that has beerr circulated i>y 
certain interested pari inn of '*soie 
hemis'' who have ait atonic predict- 
ed the near dissolution of Calvary 
Mission, to the effect that Rev, 
Bryant did not corne t^i liis title by 
any effort of his own, hut on the 
contrary was virtually [>rcsented to 
him.

Mrs. Platoff Zane pus-^Ld away 
last night about 11 o'clock at the 
family residence in Stceurod Place, 
near Ml. de Chaidel, after a very 
brief illness. She was stricken 
Satunlay morning by a paralytic 
stroke and her condition grew 
steadily worse until death relieved 
her la^t night. At the time of the 
stroke, she was rendered un- 
co ns<*ious air<l was relieved from 
suffering as she remained in tliis 
condition until death. 

Mrs. Zane's maiden narue was 
Margaret MeClurg Sfeenrod and 
was the daughter of Ge*>rge W. and 
Elizabeth Ann McClurg Steerrrod. 
She was liorn at the old Steenrod 
homestead on the Peninsula, Feb- 
ruary 24, 1852, and resided in this 
vicinity all of her life. Her erfrly 
edu<'ation was received in the 
Wheeling public schools and later 
in Mt. <le (Jhaidel Academy, from 
which institution she graduated 
with high honors. She was united 
in marriage to Platoff Zane, Sep 
tember 13, 1870, by Rev. Dr. Gurry, 
then rector of St. Matthew's jP. E. 
Church, of which she has been a 
lifelong member. 

She wa*^ a prominent member of 
the local chapter of the Daughters of 
the Revolution and at the time of her 
death was a regent of the stale board, 
in which capacity she has served 
with distinction- She was an untir- 
ing worker in the interests of this 
organizatiorr as well as any other to 
which she would lend her assistance?. 
Her advice and counsel was always 
son gilt in the work f advancement 
and because of he'^activity in the 
work her name to many Iuim alrnosi 
been a watchword 

She was dtieijiy inlerested in the 
founding an<i maintenance of St 
Elizabeth's Deaf Mule </hapel at 
Steenrod Place, which was recently 
dedicated, and the success of this 
work is due to a great extent to her 
tireless efforts. 

Mrs. Zane is survived by her bus 
band and one l^rother, ex Sheriff 
Lewi.s Steenrod. Her parents [>aHs 
ed away some time ago, her father 
dying in 180O and her- mother in 
1904.

In accordance with the wish of

Indeed, gentlemen, keep your eyes 
open, wide tipen to your own best 
good ; be alive to the possibility of 
just such encroachments as these 
upon your own rights, 

I should be glad to know just 
what steps the National, State and 
Local organigations propose to take 
to meet legislation of this character, 
for that more of its kind will be in- 
troduced all along the line there is 
little doubt. The year 1911 bids 
fair to be an epoch maker for the 
deaf. It will l»e a strenuous time ^ 
but out of this will surely come 
good for all, the magnitude and last- 
ing qualities of which are only to be 
measured by the strength and never 
yielding persistency of our mutual 
endeavor. The brunt of the battle 
will be the N. A. D's. with the co- 
operation and support of every deaf 
pei*sorr in the true sense of what 
these words purport, TheN. A. D. 
appears willing to take up its share, 
but needs money and needs it t>adly. 
It is quite patent to all that without 
funds action is impotent. All the 
N. A. D. now requests is for every 
one to join it. One dollar to Mr. S. 
M Freeman, Cave Spring, Ga., will 
fix the matter. There is no mys- 
terious initiation to go through. 
Ii is j ust as easy to become a member 
as to step in the Post Office and 
mail a registered letter. Try it. 
You, kind reader, will feel l>etter 
afterwards. It has benefited marry, 
will benefit you. The N. A. D. is 
rrow busy recruiting a great army 
of new member-s and wants you. 
If their appeal shall fail, it will not 
be for lack of commendable effort 
on the part of it^ officers, but for 
lack of discrimination ou the part 
of the deaf themselves. 

It goes without saying that had 
the deaf been properly organized 
that Oralistic invasion would have 
been thwarted. As at present con- 
stituted, organieed deaf societies 
waste considerable of their available 
energy by l>eirrg broken up iirto 
nuurcrous unrelated bodies, which, 
while they are in general sympathy 
aud agreement with each other, are 
not sufficiently bound together to 
enable the force of all to be directed 
atone time towanl the accomplish- 
mei:t of a single purpose. 

We have the N, A. D. which 
addresses itsidf mainly to the social, 
intellectual and economic problems 
of the deaf as a whole thr\>ughout 
the laud, aud the State associations 
which are chiefly concerned with 
gulierrratorial affair-s, aud the local 
clubs which appeal to the irrdividnal. 
All labor for the advancement of 
the deaf; all have many interests in 
common ; and all ate entitled to the 
earnest support of ever-y one who is 
interested in the progr^oss and 
prosperity of the deaf. Ir has more 
than once beerr suggested that all 
these iKKlies shoirld be united into 
onegieat and powerful organigation 
that would be both Idg enough and 
strong enough to handle the burn- 
ing questions which constantly 
crH)p up and confront the American 
deaf. 

I have been informed the plarrs 
of union which have been generally 
talked of have all been faulty, in 
that they have seemed to contem- 
plate, to a greater or less extent, 
the merging of each of the smaller 
into the larger with cotrsequent loss 
of iderrtity of the smaller. 

If only such a union could l>e 
created ther^e woidd then exist a 
general organization of the entire 
potentialities of the deaf as a 
whole, an organ iKat ion which could 
speak with authority both to and 
for the entire deaf aud which irr a 
dtcade would b« able to aocomplisli 



its mission that otherwise would 
never be brought about. 

This is only a vision of what 
might be, and perhaps it may 
never become anything more sub- 
stantial than a vision, but so long 
as it remains true that in union 
there is strength, so long will it be 
true that an organization that 
would adequately represent the 
entire body of deaf would be able 
to obtain results that would be 
imptmsible for any number of 
organizations acting separately.

Imposcors. 

Editor of the Journal:— For 
some trme I have had in mind a 
plan much like that suggested by 
Mr. Isadore Selig, of Calilornia. 

It did not occur to me that silver 
badges and authority to act as 
special officers would be either ne- 
cessary or desirable. I have had 
in mind the appointment in each 
State of a man who would make a 
special effort to suppress impostors 
in his State aud who would appoint 
assistants in every section ot his 
State where he could procure the 
proper persons to act. 

VVhile it is possible that I could 
select one man in each State who 
would be qualified for the work, the 
chances are that these men so ap- 
pointed would have better know- 
ledge of local conditions and appoint 
a much better corps of assrstarlts 
than I would be al>le to do. 

I have hoped that the discussion 
of the impostor evil would cause 
certain persons to show unusual in- 
terest in the matter and give me a 
line on those whom it would be de- 
sirable to appoint to take charge of 
the work in different States. While 
much interest has been shown in 
the subject, Mr. Selig is one of the 
first to come forward with some 
plan of action that would suggest 
that he had given the snbject more 
than passing notice. 

It gives me much pleasure to 
herewith tender Mr. Selig the post 
of Chief of Police of California in 
connection with this work, I shall 
not accompany this tender with an 
offer of a silver badge or a police- 
man's helmet and club, or suggest 
that he get any special authority 
from the State of California or the 
City of San Francisco. 

I would suggest that, in the event 
he is willing to take up this work, be 
become a member of the National 
Association, if he is not now a 
meml)er, that he appoint as many 
deputies in his State as he deems 
best and that these deputies become 
members of the National Assoocia- 
tion. It would perhaps l>e ihe best 
plan for each worker in the cause to 
at once see the municipal authorities 
of the town or city in which he is to 
be active. Enlighten them ou the 
subject of *• Deaf Impostors*' and 
ask for their co-operation in sup- 
pi-essing the evil. It would not be ad- 
visable to wait until they actually 
found an impostor. It is too late to 
educate the authorities then. Edu- 
cate the authorities first and then 
catch the impostor and you will 
have the machinery r^eady for the 
sausage. 

Will Mr. Isadore Selig kindly ac- 
cept the above tender of service ? 

It is with r'egr-et that I have to r-e- 
port that there is a genuine deaf 
man going about selling alphaliet 
cards with the *' Please help me, I 
am deaf aud dumb.'' legend ou 
them. What is more, this marr was 
in Duluth last fall and passed him- 
self off as a drummer. He stopped 
at a good hotel, dressed well, was 
a good spender and liver and seem- 
ed a very good sort of a sport. He 
was very well educated aud seems 
to have met a great many people 
among the deaf who are included 
in Gallaher ''Who is Who". 
Last week I met a friend from a 
small interior town who told me 
that this same man was working the 
small towns with the manual al- 
phabet card game. I do not know 
if the name he went by while here 
is his correct name and I will not 
mention it. He claims to have 
graduated troni the Missouri School 
and to be a resident of Buffalo, N. 
Y. He i«» of medium height and 
rather stout, with fleshy face, of 
swart complexion and slightly Jew- 
ish features, jiossibly a Germau 
Jew. He claims to be a salesman 
for a stationery house. He does 
not seem to ply his trade in the 
larger cities but works the small 
towns. In the larger cities he pass- 
es as the flush, frisky drummer. 
He is quite energetic in thesuppr-es 
sion of Impost-ors and while here be 
helped me run one in. He claims 
that he has lauded about eight t>f 
them in jail. His enthusiasm may 
t>e due to the fact that they are his 
business competitors. From Duluth 
he went to Fargo, N. D., and from 
there to Winnipeg, Manitolm, and 
was heatled for Seattle and the 
Pacific Coast, bv way of the Cana- 
dian Pacific. 

In such a Cfir<n n.-^ (his, probably 
the only thing for the deaf to do is 
to spurn him and make him an out- 
oast from their society. In Min- 
rresota he could be arrested as a 
vagrant, and if peddlingcaids with 
out a peddler's liwnse, he could be 
jailed, impostor or rro impostor. 
Possibly he can be reached in this 
way iu other States.

Albertou M, Blauchard, who for 
the time beinsr has a studio home in 
Pawtucket, H, I, obtained his 
early art education in the New 
York Academy of Design and at 
the St. Louis' School of Fine Arts 
under Gutherz, where he won the 
medal for drawing exactly from 
life. He has painted portraits of 
many prominent people l>oth in 
Rhode Island and out irr the West, 
and the great merit of his work lies 
in the exact likeness of which he is 
in possession, fixing with his quick 
and luminous creyorr, the best 
shade or phase of charaeter of his 
subject. His work is also charac- 
terized by clear and harmonious 
color, head, dr*apery aud liack- 
grouud combininu to form a picture. 
The well known people in Rhode 
Island whose portraits he has paint- 
e<? from life are Kx-5!ayor H. C. 
Thresher, and Ex-Mayor Joseph 
W. Freeman. The portrait of Mrs. 
Sayles especially is a remarkable 
likeness, fine and dignified irr 
characters the fair old face framed 
softly in the while hair. A nnm 
ber of beautiful portraits have at- 
tracted my attention. There are 
several lovely children's portraits, 
flower-lika in fr'eshrress of c^olor, 
a striking character study of an old 
man, portraits of notable men and 
women whom the artist has met and 
several ** portraits of fair women," 
One of these, a typical one, is 
shown in the studio. It is a por 
trait of Miss Hogg, a society belle 
of Wor'cester, Mass,, and is a beau- 
tilul piece of color. The head and 
shoulders are well modelled and the 
treatment of the golderr hair fram 
ing the face is particularly fine. 
The fresh tiirt^ are natural and 
sweet and the rich crimson back- 
gr-onnd brirr^fs the color scheme into 
harmony. Another portrait of a 
young lady in a yellow gown, re- 
lieved by the touches of black 
velvet aud lace with a background 
of deep red, is a rich piece of color 
ing. Thanks are being due to Mr. 
Samuel McCarthy for information 
as to Mr. Blanchard's pastel work. 
Pastel painting is certainly a 
beautiful art and is more especially 
adapted to the portrayal of feminine 
beauty or childhood charms of 
complexion, because of its delicate 
purity of color and delicious t.ex- 
ture. The art of pastel which is 
essentially a French art, is experi- 
encing a revival in New York City, 
Boston and other great cities, as the 
beginning of the twentieth century 
has witnessed a renaissance of the 
ar't, begun by the leading Frerrch 
artists, which it is hoped, will 
" surpass the briUiany of the gold- 
en age.'* Many a modern artist is 
experimenting in this medium and 
some of them have done excellent 
work, though nothing of importance 
has yet been attempted. 

Mr. Blauchard has for some time 
made a specialty of i>astel portraits 
aud already executed several im- 
portant portrait commissions. He 
has several landscapes of beautiful 
design he made with his own hand, 
and they attract a great deal of at- 
tention. 

His wife (nee Miss Emily Wells) 
a graduate of Fauwood School in 
New York City had considerable 
talent as an artist. She was an 
adept iu China painting. Her pas- 
tel painting of a l>eautifnl woman, 
flower-like in color, head, drapery 
and background, still hangs iu Mr. 
Blanchard's dining-room aud pre- 
sents the dignity of form in every 
feature.

Once when I had Pauline Yi, the 
second blind girl, to enter the school 
(no relation to Pastor Yi-Yi, Kim, 
Pok and O all being common sur- 
names in Korea) with me in Seoul, 
Hon. Yun Che Oh of the National 
liducational Bureau invited us with 
Mr. Rockwell to his home to meet 
the acting minister of education and 
memljers of this board, together with 
other prominent Seoul men. Pau- 
line gave l>efore them a demonstra- 
tion of our method: reading. lx>th 
Korean and Koglish, letter writing, 
arithmetic, geography and knitting ;
